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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a 371 of PCT/JP00/07917. 

The preliminary amendment filed July 26, 2002, amending claims 1 -1 1 and 
adding claims 12-14, has been entered. 
Claims 1-14 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 

Claims 12-13 were omitted from Group I in the Restriction Requirement and are 
now joined to Group I. Claims 1-7 and 12-13 are examined. Claim 14 was omitted in 
the Restriction Requirement. Claim 14 is now placed into Group VI for being drawn to a 
method of using the product of Group IV. 

Claims 8-1 1 and 14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-7 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
byKunoetal. 

Kuno et al. teach an equivalent of the metalloprotease fragments of SEQ ID 
NO:1 of the instant invention (figured, page 558). The metalloprotease of Kuno et al. is 
an equivalent of the claimed fragments because the protein posses aggrecanase 
activity and has homology to the fragments of SEQ ID NO:1 as claimed in the instant 
invention. Kuno et al. also teach DNA encoding said metalloprotease, vector 
comprising said DNA, host cell comprising said vector and a method of producing the 
polypeptide (pages 556-557). Therefore, the teachings of Kuno et al. anticipate claims 
1-7 and 12-13. 

Claims 1-7 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Friddle et al. 

Friddle etal. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2002/0115842 A1) 
teach a metalloprotease that is 100% identical from amino acid residues 20-950 of SEQ 
ID NO:1 of the instant invention, thereby comprising of the fragments of SEQ ID NO:1 of 
claims 1-3 (Columns 12-14). Friddle et al. also teach DNA encoding the 
metalloprotease, vector comprising said DNA, host cell comprising said vector and a 
method of producing the polypeptide (Columns 6-8 and Columns 11-12). Therefore, the 
teachings of Friddle et al. anticipate claims 1-7 and 12-13.
